The Harrison Appeal Case- 

The decision rendered by»'jthe'-^lw^br^ 
able Jusdce Gray in this case ■^was pub- 
lished ia our lait edition; and gliould the 
reader not have perused that interesting 
and important docniiiont, wo must beg ho 
vill do so boforo proccodiiig fartlior. 
Having complied with this vo(iuGst, the 
reader will have obnorved that the paper was 
prepared "with the groatoKt discretion; 
and'^one cannot well avoid a fuuling that 
anybody but a Judra ,>yould have hoer. 
apt to employ '•woras leas carefully eulloil 
■with which to coi.vey his sonso of repro- 
bation. But, after all, wliat could be 
more incisive than the polished irony 
with which the two oflicials direcily 
mixed up in thifi disgraeoful transaction 
ore hit otF ? Having traced the action of 
the Ghief ConimisBioaer, ho says:— 

'•It will thno be seen that on the 20th 
of ^fay he deninnds security ; on the 2nd 
of JuiiohodomundH the siiroty'.s assent; on 
the lUth of June he demands cash. No 
reason has been asBigfnedv.by hitnself or 
/f'-byhis Gounae], other ihati It waa his rplll 
and pleasure." 

Again^he says:— "In this cane the Com- 
missioner asserts that this word 
"satisfaction" moans his personal will- 
that the Legislature intended to clothe 
and has cljthod him wiih a despotic, ar- 
bitrary jiowor, which ho may exercise as 
ha likes. FortKuatcli/ the law dots not as- 
sort leitk such a construction of the act. 
The Commissioner as a Publio officer is 
simply a trustee for tho public intorest.s, 
and tiiis power was given him by tho act 
to promote tho object at which tho act 
aimed— not to make him a judge in his 
own case, or to enable liim to perfect in- 
justice, by imposing such terms upon the 
man who complains of his proceedings as 
practically to compel him to submit to 
the injustice." 

After quoting authorities to show that 
tho word "satisfaction," employed in the 
Land Ordinance, has the same meaning 
as the word "discretion," more commonly 
in use, he lays down tho following aphor- 
ism, which tho olhcials, ospoeially the 
present Ministers, would do well to read, 
mark, learn and inwardly digcst:-- 
■•THb; LAW Aniious AunrruAHV pdwkh— it 

DISCOUNTENA CES 1'A1'11K:K. AND IT WILL 
LE^VU NO MAN, IN TIIK KXKltCISH OK A LKCAL 
KIOUT TO HOLD THK I'UACTIUAL KllLTnO.N OF 
THAT IIUIHT. AT' THE UNCEHrALN, HIDDEN 
WILL OF ANO rilKU." 

Those words deserve to be written in 
letters of gold. Wo would suggest that 
they bo printed in largo letters ami 
placed over the desk of every Minister. 
Then the J'adge deals with the contention 
of the Attorney-General, viz., that the 
object of the provision was to sni-a the 
Commif!sio»cr the trouble incident to aj>j)e<ils 
from his decisions, itnil tlint it icus the ilis- 
tinct intention of the Leaisintiire, in emjdoi/- 
ing the word ^'stitis/action," to arm that of- 
ficer yi}l/i arbilraiy power to render appetd 
practically fmposnible! To which tho learn- 
ed judge is content to reply, in the most 
bitter irony, "Tliis pretension at tho present 
day is so singular that I am sure tho At- 
tornoy-Genoral Bupi)orted tho position 
only that he might obtain for tho public 
; aervioo a judicial opinion of its unsound- 
ness." It seems scarcely necessary to 
point ont the extreme indelicacy of the po- 
sition taken by the Chief Commissioner. 
First he takes very large powers under 
tho Act to decide dispntes affecting real 
estate, and then he claims the power of 
his own mere will or caprice to take away 
all right of appeal! In other words, he 
can, by a wrong exercise of the power 
with which the Act clothes him, take away 
a man's homestead; and, then, by tho ex- 
ercise of a power which ho contends the 
Act gives liim, he can, as the Judge jmts 
it, perfect tho injustice, by cmnprlling 
submission thereto; for it will be (jhserv- 
ed that, although fivo hundred dollars wa's 
the sum named in this case, it wouhi 
have been equally competent to 
have named five, or oven fifty thou- 
sand. In '.!'>aliiig with tho very extraor- 
dinary proter.sioujof tho Attorney-GiuKM-al, 
it is projier to say that wo are in posses- 
sion of information respecting the allega- 
tions with which lio sought to support it 
that could not bo gathered from tho j)ub- 
lishod decision of tho judge. The asser- 
tion that the Liigislature intended tho pro- 
vision to have tho elTcct which he eon- 
tends it lias, was certainly a most unwar- 
rantable one to make. Tlio Attorney-Gen- 
eral was an oflicial member of that Legis- 
lature, having failed in obtaining a popu- 
lar nomination tli(>reto; and it is just, pos- 
sible that he was actuated by such consid- 
erations in sui)poi'ting the forty-lirst sec- 
tion of the Land Onlinanoe. lJut, what- 
ever object may have boon jiresont to 
his own mind or to the mind of other of- 
ficial members, it is quite certain 
that neither he nor they bad tho courage 
to oi'i)ress siicii an outrageous sentiment. 
If such was his idea, and it seems fair to 
assume that it was, it only goi-s to show 
>-ow utterly autagoi istic is the bent of 
ilia Jiiiud to the genius of .Uospousiblo 
Government. Well might the Judge ex- 
press surprise at the assertion of the At- 
torney-General thatsaoh wore the thought 
and intent of thr. Legislatm-o in framing 
tho provision. Well many the people ex- 
claim, "Is this tho People's Govei-iinieiit? ' 
Two prominent Ministers, and it is fair to 
assume concurrence of tho wholeCahiiuit, 
have contended for a principle which is tin.' 
very quintesaence of absolute Despotism. 
'People's Government,' indeed ! We should 
Bay this is 'Personal Ooveri)uieut,'anil tliat 
of the most obnoxious and daiigerdus soi't . 
Viewed in the li{;ht of till- facts evolved 
in tho i)ublish(Hl decision, tho alVuir 
looks Bufliei(uitly bad; but- we are prepar- 
ed to lift the veil of judicial etiquette and 
give the publio a peep at transactions and 
motives which will cause the pnlse of tho 
body-politic to throb with indignation. 
The ceremony of "unveili)ig" the Chief 
Oommissioner's skeleton must, however, 
be reserved for anotlnir day.

but injustice to myself I beg to^tati; 
4tiiat ftlihost immediatoly'^te^^^hl^^^vdr- 
sftti(Jn alluded to,I niade^a me&wSndum 
of tho language made us6 of by tile May- 
or, tlio only cliango being from the first 
person to the third. 

It is ([uite probable that tho M.ayor did 
not treat tho conversation as strictly olli- 
cial, but I did, and therefore noted it, 
and the following is a copy of the Memo- 
vandum referred to: 

"Tlmt ho considered tlio conduct and 
the stand talicn by tho Water Oompimy 
against the Council an insult to himself; 
that tho Council could not and bad de- 
termined not to advance any proposal, and 
that ouly one coming from the- Company 
woul^' he considered bj- the OoiAoil.""' ^
